“We have had ‘to witness a series of acts incomnvatible with 
international and natural law ‘and humanity. These 
acts reveal how much the juridical sense has been 
distorted by totalitarian considerations. 


“This category includes pre- 
meditated aggression against a small, 
labourlous and pacific nation on the 
pretence of a menace which never 
existed and was not even possible.” 


Declaring he envisaged with horror 
the consequences of the war, the Pope 
declared: “Those responsible for the 
destiny of peoples should be able to 
define at an opportune moment the 
fundamental points of a just and 
honourable peace, and not refuse to 
negotiate if the occasion arises.”

U.S. AND JAPAN 


It is noteworthy that public dis- 
cussion in. the United. States also_is 
growing ever more lively in regard to 
the Japanese-American commercial 
pact ‘issue, with the time Limit for 
abrogation of the pact of which the 
United States Government notified 
Japan so abruptly on July 26 last fast 
appronching — the pact is to be 
abrogated after January 25 next pend- 
ing conclusion of a new commercial 
pact to replace the existing one. 

The direct cause for this apparently 
now growing heated discussion in the 
United States on this issue is an article 
published in the Baltimore Sun, which 
is from the pen of the paper’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, Frederick Es- 
sary. Mr. Essary, in the article, writes 
that the American State Department 
is gravely apprehensive of possibility 
of Japan running to the Russian side 
in the event that the adjustment of Ja- 
panese-American relations becomes 
impossible on account of the aggrava- 
tion of the commercial treaty issue. 
American Congress, Mr. Essary also 
writes, is being feared by the State 
Department quarters as likely to bring 
up again in that event the old question 
of carrying out an arms’ enbargo 
against Japan, and any Congressional 
resolutign to be passed thereof, Mr. 
Essary learns, from the same quarters, 
would have only the adverse effect of 
pouring oil on the burning flames. He 
thus understands that the State De- 
partment authorities ure desiring con- 
tinuation of amicable relationship be- 
tween Japan and the United States 
without making careless use of its 
powerful armed force to exert pressure 
on Japan but by trying to adjust 
cleverly the two nations’ claims and 
stands as regards the China question.

SOMEONE BLUNDERED 


How long Germany can wage war, 
and with what prospect of success, 
is a question exercising the talents of 
government experts in several coun- 
tries. In all their estimates, speculation 


in some measure is necessarily pre-~ 


sent. The knowledge whether Reichs- 
fuhrer Hitler deliberately chose war 
with Britain and France or whether 
he blundered into it on the assump- 
tion that these nations would not fight 
—this would help toward an estimate 
of Germany's real strength. 

If Herr Hitler deliberately chose 
war against two powerful nations in 
addition to Poland, one might assume 
he counted on the material equipment 
of the Third Reich to carry it through. 
But if he blundered into it, relying on 
bluff to win the day, it was not on 
German strength but on his own 
cleverness that he may have relied. 

Thus . the disclosure by Reikichi 
Kita, member of 
the Japanese House 
of Representatives, 
indicating Herr 
Hitler did not be- 
lieve Britain and 
France would Sght, 
is extremely inter- 
esting. Mr. Kita

RUSSIA” REMARK 


In the spring of 10934, Hitler was 
examining some fantastic “plan 
landscapes” of the future drawn up 
by Gauleiter Koch of Koenigsberg. 

They were plans of means of 
transport, power _ stations, electric 
lines, roads, railways, and canals. 

Accurately planned economic “land- 
scapes” covered the whole of _ the 
East as far as the Black Sea and 
the Caucasus. 

These plans showed Germany and 
Western Russia as a huge economic- 
political block, on a German basis, 
of course, planned and ruled by 
Germany. ‘ : 

There was no Poland in this ‘“‘plan- 
ned landscape,” still less a Lithuania. 

it represented a huge con- 
tinental space which was to 
stretch from Flushing In the West 
to Vladivostok In the Far East. 

“Unless we get that, the whole 
revolution is only a flash in the pan,” 
Koch had told me when I expressed 
my amazement at the breadth of 
his plans. 

“Koch runs a little too far ahead 
of reality,” Hitler said in reference 
to these plans. ; ‘ 

“FIe's trying to persuade me that 
an alliance between Germany and 
Russia will instantaneously remove 
all our difficulties. He wants me to 
ally myself with Russia against Po- 
land. Bh 

“There Is no. reason. why | 
shouldn't make a pact with Rus- 
ala if that will Improve my posl-. 
tlon. 80 far he Is quite right. 

That ls by no means Impossible, 

and to a large extent, it will de- 

pend on Poland when this hap- 
pene. 

“But Koch is also wrong. In this 
way we shall never attain what is 
necessary for us. We shall never be 
a great, world-conquering: entity. On 
the contrary, we should then distrust 
each other more than ever, and the 
end of such a pact would be the 
decisive battle that cannot be escaped. 

Only one can rule, If we want 
to rule, we must first conquer 

Russia. After that, Koch can go 

on carrying out his ‘planned land- 

escapes’. Not before.” 

I explained that I had not meant 
an alliance between Germany and 


J Russia, but simply a temporary ar- 


rangement as a tactical cover for 
our rear. I quite agreed that a hard- 
and-fast alliarice was not without its 
danger for Germany. 
“Why?” Hitler asked 
“Ive said nothing like that.” 
Surely, I suggested, there’ would 
be considerable danger of the Bol- 
shevisation of Germany. : 


“There’ is no such danger, and 


never has been,” Hitler returned. |.

“Besides, you forget that Russia is 
not only the land of Bolshevism, but 
also the greatest continental empire 
in the world, enormously, * powerful 
and capable of drawing the whole of 
Europe into its embrace.

That ts the real 
danger; either you go with them all 
the way, or you leave them’ strictly 
alone.” Then if I understood him 
rightly, I said, he drew a line of 
distinction between Russia as an 
empire and Russia as the home of 
Bolshevism. But it’ was not quite 
clear to me why an agreement as 
between sovereign states ‘should not 
be possible between the ‘Reich and 
Russia, It seemed to me that the 
only difficulty would be Russia’s Bol- 
shevism, which would always be 8 
danger for us. “ ; 

“st Is not Germany that’ will 
turn Bolshevist, but ‘Bolaheviem 
that will become a ‘sort of Na- 
tlonal Socialism,” Hitler reptied. 
“Bestdes, there la more that binds 
Us to Bolshevism than separates us 
from It. There Is, above all, 
genuine, revolutionary feeling, 
whioh Is allve everywhere In 
Ruesia except where fthere are 
Jewish Marxiats, | have always 
made allowance for thls clreum- 
dtance, land givan prders that 
former Communlets are to be ad- 
mitted to the party at once. The 
petit lhourgesls Sooclal- Democrat 
and the trade-union ‘boss will 
never make.a National Soctlalist, 
but the Communist always will.” 

I raised caytious objections, point- 
ing out the obvious danger of & 
planned permeation of party or- 
ganisations by Communist agents. 
Most of those who had transferred 
their alleglance from the one party 
to-the other..were_ engaged_as_Com-=. 
intern sples: Hitler rejected these 
suggestions rather sharply. He would 
accept the risks, he sald. = . 

“Our spirit is so strong, and the 
power of our magnificent movement 
to transform souls so elemental, that 
men are remodelled against their 
will.” : 

He feared internal-unrest no more 
from the German Communists than 
from the Russian agents of the ‘Com- 
intern. If he were compelled to 
make a pact with Russia, he would | 
still have his own second revolution 
in the background, a revolution which 
would. protect him against all infec- 
tion from Communist-Marxist 
chimeras. 3 ; 

“A social revolution would lend me 
new, unsuspected powers. I .do not 
‘fear permeation with revolutionary 
Communist propaganda. But’ Russia,

whether she-is to be a partner or 
an enemy, is our equal and must: 
be watched. Germany and Russia 
are in an extraordinary fashion com- 
plementary to each other. 

“They are made for each other, 

And the 

danger for us is that we may be 

absorbed, that we may fose our 

Identity as a nation. Have you 

not notloed that Germans who 

have Ilved a tong time in Rus- 
ala can never agaln be Germans?

I remarked that it was curious 
how many young people—young Con-

“I know what you mean—all this 
chattering about ‘Prussian Socialism’ 
and so on.: Just the thing for our 
generals, playing: at political - games 
of war. Because a’ military. aHlance 
of this kind seems convenient to them, 
they suddenly discover that they’re 
not in. the ‘least capitalist, in. fact 
- that they suffer from a kind of antl- 
capitalist nostalgia! They are quite 
happy with their half-knowledge, 
‘and think.of their Prussian Socialism 
as a kind of drill-ground discipline 
in economics and personal . liberty. 
But the matter isn’t as simple as that. 
I can understand that our engineers 
are delighted with their ’plans,’ but 
this isn’t.such a simple matter either. 
They. seem to think it is just a ques- 
tion of exchanging raw material for 
engineering technique. The engineers, 
by the way, that they’ve got over 
there now are pecullarly rotten.” 

“These beliefs in a supernational 
. workers’ state,” he continued; “with 

+» production plans. and, production dis- 
tricts can only come out of the mis- 
guided, over-rationalised brains of a 
literary clique that has Idst its sound 
instincts.; It's all convulsive, false, 
and a public danger because .it .ob- 
structs National Socialism.
